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the shut-ins, I believe it would be 
very appropriate to speak to you about 
the teaching of the Bible in regard to 
divine healing. If you will turn to the 
103rd Psalm, and the 3rd verse, you 
will find these words: “Who forgiveth 
all thine iniquities; who healeth all 
thy diseases.” It begins by praising 
God for His benefits. The matter of 
healing all thy diseases is listed as 
one of these benefits. Listen to those 
verses again. “Bless the Lord, O my 
soul; and forget not all his benefits: 
Who forgiveth all thine iniquities; 
who healeth all thy diseases.” It seems 
to be so easy for the human family 
to forget the benefits that the Lord 
has for His people that put their trust 
in Him. The children of Israel were 
privileged to see miracle after mir- 
acle of the mighty working power of 
God, and yet it seems that these 
supernatural manifestations of the 
power became so common to them, 
that they soon forgot God’s numer- 
ous benefits to them, and so often 
complained and murmured against 
Moses and against God. They saw the 
judgments upon Egypt, and the pass- 
age through the Red Sea. They were 
fed with manna from heaven in the 
wilderness, and water flowed freely 
from the rock in that land of burning 
sand. Even their clothes were mirac- 
ulously prevented from wearing out. 
And this is what God said concerning 
them, “If thou wilt diligently hearken 
to the voice of the Lord thy God, and 
wilt do that which is right in his 
sight, and wilt give ear to his com- 
mandments, and keep all his statutes, 
I will put none of these diseases upon 
thee, which I have brought upon the 
Egyptians: for I am the Lord that 
healeth thee.” 


The scripture infers that sickness 
has come upon the human family pri- 
marily because of SIN. Since the time 
of the disobedience in the Garden of 
Eden, the human family has suf- 
fered because of sickness. In the 13th 
chapter of St. Luke’s Gospel we read 
of a woman that had a spirit of in- 
firmity for eighteen years and was 
bowed down so that she could in no 
wise lift up herself. Jesus laid His 
hands on her and immediately she 
was made straight, and she glorified 
God.

jected because Jesus had healed on 
the Sabbath day. After Jesus ex- 
plained to them all the inconsistency 
of such a position of opposing healing 
on the Sabbath day, Jesus concluded 
by saying, “Ought not this woman, 
being a daughter of Abraham, whom 
SATAN hath bound, lo, these eighteen 
years, be loosed from this bond on 
the Sabbath day?” Jesus attributed 
this condition of infirmity to the work 
of Satan. Most all people who read the 
Bible believe that Satan is the author 
of sin, but not nearly so many realize 
that Satan is the author of sickness 
too. In the First Epistle of John, the 
3d chapter and 8th verse, we read, 
“For this purpose the Son of God was 
manifested, that he might destroy the 
works of the devil.” 


That the forgiveness of sin and the 
healing of the body are inseparably 
linked together like the links of a 
chain is seen by the following pass- 
ages. Luke 5:19-26. Here we have the 
incident of the man who was taken 
with the palsy and was carried by 
four men on a bed, but because of the 
crowd around the house where Jesus 
was they could not get to Jesus. They, 
therefore, tore up the tiling on the 
roof and let him down through the 
roof before Jesus. When Jesus saw 
their faith He said unto the man, 
“Thy sins are forgiven thee.” Because 
the scribes and Pharisees reasoned 
one with another about such a state- 
ment, feeling that only God could for- 
give sins, He spoke to this poor par- 
alytic, saying, “Arise, and take up thy 
couch, and go into thine house.” And 
immediately he rose up before them, 
and took up that whereon he lay, and 
departed to his own house, glorifying 
God. Thus Jesus proved that He had 
power to forgive sins by this act of 
healing. Healing still has its place in 
and among the Spirit-filled people of 
God. In the 17th verse of this same 
chapter we read, “And the power of 
the Lord was present to heal them.” 

When Jesus sent His disciples out 
He told them to “Preach the kingdom

S we have been dedicating the 
recent broadcasts especially to 


of God, and to heal the sick.” “And 
they went through the towns, preach- 
ing the gospel, and healing every 
where.” When the seventy were sent 
out this was also a part of the march- 
ing orders: “And heal the sick that 
are therein, and say unto them, The 
kingdom of God is come nigh unto 
you.” 

Because Jesus healed all that came 
to Him, we find that great crowds 
followed Him. In this way He was en- 
abled to preach to them the Word of 
God. In the 3rd chapter of Acts we 
read of Peter and John going up to 
the temple to pray. And there a poor 
crippled man that was over forty 
years old and had never walked, sat 
begging. “Then Peter said, Silver and 
gold have I none; but such as I have 
give I thee: In the name of Jesus 
Christ of Nazareth rise up and walk. 
And he took him by the right hand, 
and lifted him up, and immediately 
his feet and ankle bones received 
strength. And he leaping up stood, 
and walked, and entered with them 
into the temple, walking and leaping, 
and praising God.” This miracle of 
healing brought the crowd together 
and Peter’s explanation, of how faith 
in the risen Son of God caused this 
cripple to be healed, brought about 
five thousand converts. 

Divine healing 1s listed among the 
gifts of the Spirit in the 12th chapter 
of First Corinthians, and is also spok- 
en of as one of the signs that are to 
follow believers. Mark 16:15-20, “And 
these signs shall follow them that be- 
lieve; In my name shall they cast out 
devils; they shall speak with new 
tongues; They shall take up serpents; 
and if they drink any deadly thing, it 
shall not hurt them; they shall lay 
hands on the sick, and they shall re- 
cover.” In the Epistle of James it is 
plainly stated that the sick should 
seek God by means of prayer for 
their recovery and that they should 
invite the elders of the church to 
come and pray for them. James 5:13- 
16, “Is any among you afflicted? let 
him pray. Is any merry? let him sing 
psalms. Is any sick among you? let 
him call for the elders of the church; 
and let them pray over him, anointing 
him with oil in the name of the Lord: 
And the prayer of faith shall save the 
sick, and the Lord shall raise him up;

OPA Board Head Says “The Quicker 
the Churches Close Up the 
Better’ 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Below we are 
publishing a report of Dr. L. L. Mar- 
ion’s experience with A. J. Diebel, OPA 
head in Oakland County, Michigan. 
More light could but be thrown upon 
the attitude of OPA, in relating that 
G. W. Robnett, Executive Secretary 
of the Church League of America, 
stated in his book “Can We Preserve 
Our American System in a Post-war 
World,” that Leon Henderson, who was 
the first head of OPA, was reported 
by Boake Carter (Washington Times, 
4/16/38) and Raymond Clapper 
(Washington News, 4|20|38) as having 
attended a secret meeting of Leftists 
at the Russian Embassy in Washing- 
ton. Henderson appointed as his first 
assistant Robert A. Grady, at $7,500 
a year. He was a member of the Harry 
Bridges’ Defense Committee and a 
sponsor of the Communist “Worker 
Schools.” “Henderson’s second assist- 
ant was Tom Tippett, who at one time 
signed the ‘Trade Union Conference 
Manifesto, along with Communist 
leaders Foster and Browder. Tippett 
was exposed by Matthew Woll (AFL 
official) as Communist.” Yet another 
of Henderson’s assistants was Dewey 
H. Palmer. Martin Dies wrote a per- 
sonal letter to President Roosevelt 
(Sept. 6, 1941) saying, “I enclose a re- 
production of a memorandum in the 
handwriting of Mr. Palmer. In this 
document Palmer made no secret of 
his C. P. sympathies, meaning, of 
course, his Communist Party sym- 
pathies.” Other considerable evidence 
was enclosed by Mr. Dies. No action 
was taken against Palmer. Still an- 
other of Mr. Henderson’s assistants 
was Harold Loeb, an ardent advocate 
of “Technocracy.” These exposures, 
according to Mr. Robnett, have gone 
on for years “with no apparent dispo- 
sition on the part of those in power 
to clean house.” Now the question, 
Why was Leon Henderson chosen to 
set up OPA? The whole background 
is antichristian, and it is high time 
for serious thinking and action. 


“7 AM the Director of the Christian 
Temple at Pontiac, Michigan. 
Aside from this pastorate I have a 
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Christian work in Flint, Michigan, and 
a congregation in Birmingham, Mich- 
igan. These three parishes represent 
approximately 2,000 souls for whom I 
am directly responsible. 

“I broadcast every day over Radio 
Station WCAR in Pontiac and have a 
radio congregation of many thousands. 
My correspondence reveals that this 
radio following is in 300 different 
cities. 

“Due to the enlarged number of 
parishioners under my care, it is nec- 
essary for me to have several paid as- 
sistants. I am called on to preach from 
two to six funerals per week. We have, 
of course, the normal number of ba- 
bies born in our congregation. Due to 
the fact that many members of our 
congregation have sons and loved ones 
in the Armed Services, several of 
whom have been wounded and killed, 
there is an increasing demand on me 
for pastoral calls. The demand on my 
time by those who have been or are 
sick in their homes and in hospitals is 
such that even with many volunteer 
assistants it is impossible for me to 
call on as many sick people as request 
my attention. 

“For two months the Oakland 
County OPA has failed to provide me 
with gasoline coupons. There is no 
way to estimate how much harm this 
has done our Christian work. But for 
the generosity of my parishioners in 
helping me to obtain gasoline I could 
not have carried on my Christian 
duties. 

“Following is a brief review of my 
experience with the OPA Board in 
Oakland County, which is headed by 
one A. J. Diebel: 

“Early in July, 1943, I applied for 
the renewal of my gasoline quota 
which, according to the rules, should 
be a “C” Book. (It is my understand- 
ing that all preachers of the gospel 
are entitled to “C” Books.) 

“Instead of giving me a “C” Book, 
Mr. Diebel ruled that I should have a 
“B” Book. The quota allowed me 
represented a cut of fifty per cent. 
Even before this cut I was having dif- 
ficulty in reaching my parishioners 
and handling my funeral services. 

“IT thereupon called upon Mr. Diebel, 
assuming that I was the victim of a 
just clerical error or the mistake of 





a subordinate. Imagine my shock and 
surprise when Diebel said to me: 

“*YOUR WORK, DR. MARION, AS 
PASTOR OF A CHURCH IS NOT 
FUNDAMENTAL TO THE WAR EF- 
FORT. I AM NOT CONCERNE 
ABOUT THE CHURCHES. I AM CON- 
CERNED ABOUT GETTING GASO- 
LINE FOR MEN WHO WORK IN 
SHOPS. IN SIXTY DAYS -THERE 
WILL BE NO GASOLINE FOR 
CHURCHES AND SIMILAR ENTER- 
PRISES, AND THE QUICKER THE 
CHURCHES CLOSE UP THE BETTER 
IT WILL BE ANYWAY.’ 

“(I will sign on oath in the pres- 
ence of a Notary Public in support of 
the accuracy of this quotation.) 

“T then realized that we were in the 
hands of an antichristian bureau- 
cratic tyrant. 

“T made a brief investigation of 
Diebel and I now have information to 
the effect that Diebel was at one time 
an officer in a unit of the Communis- 
tic Party. Ordinarily I do not believe 
such rumors, but in view of the way 
he talked to me about the church, it 
seems reasonable to believe that he 
holds the Communist philosophy, re- 
gardless of his former connections. 

“After Diebel said these shocking 
things to me, I realized that the 
preachers of Oakland County could 
expect nothing but persecution at his 
hands. I appealed his decision and the 
appeal was denied. I then appealed 
the appeal, and after a heated and 
tempestuous conference in Detroit I 
won my second appeal. 

“IT then returned to the Oakland 
County OPA, but was still unable to

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Che Baptism of the HKeoly 


e. am writing my viewpoint of the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost and the 
enduement of power from on high. 
This is the first time I have ever 
written an article to be published in 
the Evangel, but I do feel an urge 
from God to do so now. 

No doubt, there may be mockers 
who may wish to ridicule this writing. 
Job said in Job 21:3, “Suffer me that 
I may speak; and after that I have 
en mock on.” 

Ss THE ENDUEMENT WITH POWER 
Webster says “to endue” means “to 
clothe” or “to invest.” Jesus Christ 
said in Luke 24:49, “And, behold, I 
send the promise of my Father upon 
| you: but tarry ye in the city of 
Jerusalem, until ye be endued with 
power from on high,” meaning tarry, 
not only until you talk in tongues, but 
until you be “clothed” and “invested” 
with power from on high, fulfilling the 
promise of the Father. Power for 
what? Why, the power for service, to 
work the miracles of the signs follow- 

ing believers. 

Let us see what all took place on the 

day of Pentecost. 
. THE TALKING IN TONGUES 
Some critics claim that the talking 
in tongues was one of the nine gifts 
of the Holy Ghost and that these 
saints in the upper room spoke with 
the gift of tongues. Other ministers, 
including some of our own, say those 
saints in the upper room only spoke 
in the unknown tongue, when as a 
matter of fact, those saints did both; 
namely, they spoke in the unknown 
tongue, or the new tongue, and they 
also spoke again with the gift of 
tongues. Let us take the Scripture and 
see what it tells us. 
THE UNKNOWN TONGUE 
Acts 2:4, “And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and began to 
speak with other tongues, as the 
Spirit gave them utterance,” the same 
as we speak today when we receive 
the Holy Ghost—the other tongue, 
which is the new tongue which no 
man understandeth. 
THE GIFT OF TONGUES 

Let us go to verse 6, “Now when this 
was noised abroad, the multitude came 
together, and were confounded, be- 
cause that every man heard them 
speak in his own language.” After the 
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baptism had taken place, after these 
saints had already spoken in other 
tongues, then it was noised abroad, 
the news got out about what had al- 
ready taken place. Now all these 
various tribes of people in that vast 
multitude heard these saints, who 
were all Galileans, speak all of these 
earthly languages, which were divers 
kinds of tongues, and not an unknown 
tongue. That is the place where most 
of us usually stop tarrying, whenever 
we get to speak in tongues; but Jesus 
said to tarry until ye be endued with 
power. Let us see if the disciples re- 
ceived power to perform miracles. 

THE CLOVEN TONGUES LIKE AS 

OF FIRE 

Verse 3, “And there appeared unto 
them cloven tongues like as of fire, 
and it sat upon each of them.” These 
cloven tongues signified the nine gifts 
of the Holy Ghost being poured out on 
the early Church, enduing them with 
power to perform the miracles that 
God intended His people to possess 
whenever they received the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. 

THE POWER OF THE GIFT 

First, these saints exercised the gift 
of tongues by speaking to the multitude 
in all of their earthly languages. 
Second, Peter exercised the gift of 
prophecy by getting three thousand 
people converted by the power of his 
first sermon. Third, Peter exercised 
the gift of healing at the gate Beauti- 
ful by commanding the beggar in the 
name of Jesus to rise up and walk. 
Fourth, Peter exercised the gift of dis- 
cernment of spirits when he faced 
Ananias and Sapphira and, last, note 
Acts 2:43, “And fear came upon every 
soul: and many wonders and signs 
were done by the apostles.” By the en- 
duement of power we are permitted to 
do greater works than Jesus did while 
He was on earth. Let us read John 
14:12, “Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
He that believeth on me, the works 


that I do shall he do also; and greater 
works than these shall he do; because 
I go unto my Father.” This verse 
means just exactly what it says. As I 
have never in my life heard this sub- 
ject preached like I am writing it, nor 
never have I been able to find any 
book that teaches this, I wish to say 
before I go further that I get my in- 
terpretations from God by praying 
and studying His Word and still tarry- 
ing for more power. Jesus never told 
us when to quit “tarrying for power.” 
When I was overseer of Indiana, one 
day this verse received my attention. 
I was very perplexed and began to get 
my mind in contact with God. I know 
some of you good ministers will under- 
stand me when I say God will talk 
with a man today the same as He al- 
ways has. While I was in communion 


- with God on the verse, the Lord said 


to my heart, “Son, that verse means 
just what it says. I know what is 
troubling you. You think it would be 
impossible for any man to do greater 
miracles that Jesus did. That is cor- 
rect, but I did not say in that verse 
that a man would do greater miracles 
than Jesus did, but I said greater 
works. Here is the explanation of that 
verse. When Jesus was on earth He 
worked these miracles of ‘the signs 
following believers’ through the 
‘power’ that He possessed, but my 
disciples haven’t that ‘power’ to ‘do’ 
the ‘works’ but they must do these 
‘works’ through “faith.’ It is harder 
and also a greater work to heal the 
sick, cast out devils, etc., by doing 
these works by faith in Jesus’ name 
than by doing these works if you pos- 
sessed the power to do so.” 


THE SIGNS FOLLOWING BELIEVERS 

Jesus said that in His name we shall 
cast out devils, in His name we shall 
lay hands on the sick and they shall 
recover, that is, if you have the power 
of faith to do so. Jesus didn’t say in 
the signs following that you had to 
“pray” for “healing.” He said to lay 
hands on them and they would re- 
cover. I know what James said. “The 
prayer of faith shall save the sick.” 
But James is not Jesus Christ and 
James was dealing with the Church 
after their faith had weakened con- 
siderably, like it has today, so there-

The story of the fall is a familiar 
one, the result of the disobedience of 
man.

“through the blood of the Lamb of 
God.” 

Sin brought in its train disease and 
death, that only the blood of Jesus 
spilt on the ground could cancel. 
Through all ages some have received 
the benefit of this sacrifice and have 
given the Lord the glory. Abel was 
subject to the Lord and offered a 
lamb, and was slain by his own broth- 
er because God had respect for Abel’s 
sacrifice. Many like Cain have boast- 
ingly offered the fruits of their own 
labor, trying to bridge the separation 
between them and God, which is just 
as foolish as the building of the 
“Tower of Babel” by men who sought 
to reach into the heavens. Only the 
cross of Christ can bridge the gulf 
from earth to glory. Only the life 
blood of the Savior can bring life 
eternal where death has reigned. 
“Without shedding of blood is no re- 
mission.” Heb. 9:22. This same verse 
refers to the old typical sacrifice up- 
on the Jewish altars. “Almost all 
things are by the law purged with 
blood.” There is a distinct reason for 
this: “For the life of the flesh is the 
blood and I have given it to you upon 
the altar to make an atonement for 
your souls: for it is the blood that 
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maketh an atonement for the soul,” 
Lev. 17:11. 

The Lord Jesus Himself reminds us 
of the merit of His atoning blood. He 
said in Matt. 26:28, “This is my blood 
of the new testament, which is shed 
for many for the remission of sins.” 
In this connection, repentance must 
be preached. The great sacrifice was 
God’s part, repentance is man’s part. 

Repentance and remission of sins 
Should be preached in His name 
among all nations, beginning at 
Jerusalem. Luke 24:47. In the Old 
Testament atonement was made for 
sin and sickness. In Exod. 32:30 Moses 
said to the children of Israel, after 
their great sin of making the golden 
calf and talling down and worship- 
ping it, “Ye have sinned a great sin: 
and now I will go up unto the Lord; 
peradventure I shall make an atone- 
ment for your sins.” Moses’ interces- 
sory prayer was full of suffering, ask- 
ing God to forgive their great sin, 
and if not, to blot his name out of the 
book. 

Again when the children of Israel 
had sinned a great sin, by murmur- 
ing against God’s servants (a danger- 
ous sin today), a plague came upon 
them, and the Lord warned Moses 
and Aaron, saying, “Separate your- 
selves from among this congregation, 
that I may consume them.” Then 
Moses told Aaron to go quickly and 
make an atonement, “for there is 
wrath gone out from the Lord; the 
plague is begun.” And* when Aaron 
made an atonement the plague was 
stayed, but 14,700 had died. 

God’s people are only safe when they 
are under the precious blood of the 
Son of God, and when they have faith 
in the atonement. It was so in Egypt, 
when God spared the first-born. He 
saw the faith of those that used the 
typical blood of the lamb over the 
doorposts of their houses. In the case 
of the Israelites it was the blood of 
the paschal lamb that delivered them. 
In our case it is the true Lamb of 
God and His atoning blood. As Christ 
died for us, “we have now received 
the atonement,” Rom. 5:1. 

It is said that for many years the 





British navy had a red thread made 
into all the ropes that they used on 
their many ships, and the men of the 
navy could know even a fragment of 
it washed up on the beach from a 
wreck. Through all the Word of God 
we see the red color of the atoning 
blood. Every phase of the atonement 
is purchased through this great price. @ 
We are justified by His blood. Rom. 
5:9. We have FORGIVENESS OF 
SINS through His blood. Eph. 1:7. 
Jesus suffered without the gate that 
He might sanctify the people with 
His own blood. Heb. 13:12. The pur- 
chase price of the Church of God was 
the blood of Christ. Acts 20:28. 

We are reminded, in 1 Cor. 6:19, “Ye 
are bought with a price,” not with 
silver and gold, “but with the precious 
blood of Christ.” 1 Peter 1:18. 

Faith in the atoning blood meets 
every need; even from the conscience 
is dispelled every fear. Yea, it is by 
faith in the blood that we enter into 
the holiest place. Heb. 10:19.

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Does the Lord Require Ne So Pay Sithes? 


@ Text: “Wherein have we robbed 
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thee? In tithes and offerings,’ Mal. 
3:8. 
HE BIBLE tells us that the love 
of money is the root of evil. It is 
an accepted fact in the lives of peo- 
ple that the money proposition is the 
most thought of, the subject that 
arouses more interest than any other 
subject that is discussed today. Most 
of the time in this day there is inter- 
est in some undertaking as long as 
the dollar remains. The dollar is be- 
ing worshipped today as never before. 
Humanity is heaping for itself riches 
that will perish in the end. The Bible 
tells us that we are to have no other 
gods before Him. We are to serve only 
one God. One can hardly imagine the 
effect that would result if we at once 
were informed that what we hold in 
this world had lost its value. It may 
seem strange to say, but we actually 
own nothing in this world. Everything 
we use, the clothes we wear, the air 
we breathe, the food we eat and ev- 
erything that comes to us is a direct 
blessing of God.

1. The money he has for the Lord’s 
work. 

2. The ease of meeting his own ob- 
ligations with the nine-tenths. 

3. The deepening of his spiritual life 
by paying tithes. 

4. The ease of going from one-tenth 
to a larger giving. 

5. The preparations this gives to 
wise using of the balance. 

6. Himself for not adopting the 
plan sooner. 

Try paying tithes to the Lord and 
see if you will not prosper in every 
way.

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Conventional Report of Evangelicals 


HELD AT COLUMBUS, OHIO, APRIL 12-17, 1944 


The second annual convention of 
the National Association of Evangeli- 
cals closed ,with a banquet at the 
Deshler-Wallick Hotel with Dr. Wal- 
ter A. Maier, of the “Lutheran Hour” 
as speaker. Following a stirring mes- 
sage in which Dr. Maier urged the 
evangelicals to be willing to suffer if 
needs be in order to forward the gos- 
pel, the entire body knelt in a closing 
period of prayer. Kneeling together, 
the group sang “Revive Us Again” and 
after a period of spontaneous prayer, 
united in singing “Spirit of the Living 
God, Fall Fresh on Me.” 


Dr. H. J. Ockenga presided at the 
banquet and installed the following 
officers who will serve throughout the 
year: President, Bishop Leslie R. 
Marston of the Free Methodist 
Church; First Vice-President, Dr. R. L. 
Decker, pastor of Temple Baptist 
Church of Kansas City, Missouri; 
Second Vice-President, Dr. J. Alvin 
Orr, professor at Erskine College in 
Due West, South Carolina, of the Re- 
formed Presbyterian Church; Secre- 
tary, J. Willison Smith, Jr., prominent 
lawyer of Philadelphia; ‘Treasurer, 
Herbert J. Taylor, president of the 
Club Aluminum Company of Chicago. 

The program each day commenced 
with a prayer service at 7:00 and an 
Inspirational devotional service at 
Memorial Hall at 8:45, opening the 
sessions of the day in the convention 
hall. Preliminary conferences on the 
Sunday School movement and on 
radio had brought about two hundred 
national leaders together two or three 
days before the convention opened. In- 
terest ran high over plans for ag- 
gressive work during the year. 


The highest point of interest during 
the convention centered around evan- 
gelism. For two days there were 
sessions on all phases of this program. 
Dr. Dan Iverson, of the Shenandoah 
Presbyterian Church of Miami, opened 
the congress with an address as chair- 
man of the Evangelism Committee. 
Rev. Archer Anderson, of Duluth, 
Minnesota, spoke on the possibilities 
of greatly increasing week-day re- 
ligious education work throughout the 
nation. Rev. Don Householder, of Los 
Angeles, gave a “call to action” that 
stirred everyone in the convention. Mr. 
Charles E. Gremmels, a leading Chris- 
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tian business man of the nation, 
and president of the Durham Navi- 
gation Company of New York, gave a 
practical message on personal soul- 
winning and tract distribution. 

In the evening on Thursday, Dr. 
Richard Ellsworth Day, of Sunnyvale, 
California, author of “Bush Aglow,” 
and other religious “best-sellers,” 
brought an inimitable message on 
“Barak in Buckskins,” the life and 
service of Dr. Charles G. Finney. This 
was followed by a strong appeal for 
evangelism by Dr. Bob Jones, Sr., of 
Cleveland, Tenn., known for almost 
half a century in the evangelistic field. 

On Friday, Chaplain Charles J. 
Anderson, of the Arma Corporation of 
New York, told of the wonderful possi- 
bilities for the future in industrial 
chaplaincies. Mr. Clyde Dennis, of 
Chicago, Illinois, gave concrete sug- 
gestions on the preparation and dis- 
tribution of attractive and helpful 
tracts for all types of work. Mr. Alfred 
Kunz, of New York, has been most 
successful in his work of distribution 
of Testaments and tracts among all 
service men who ask for literature. He 
is permitted access to the camps and 
has assisted in the distribution of mil- 
lions of Testaments. Five million have 
been distributed by the Gideons also. 

Mr. C. O. Baptista, of Chicago, who 
has unique sermons in moving pic- 
ture films for meetings for boys and 
girls, as well as on various topics of in- 
terest to adults, gave several practical 
demonstrations of this art and its 
possibilities during the convention. 

Mr. C. Stacey Woods, of Chicago, 
Illinois, leader of the Inter-Varsity 
Christian Fellowship, at work on 
hundreds of campuses of our colleges 
and universities, spoke most helpfully 
on Youth Evangelism. The subject of 
Child Evangelism in our cities, par- 
ticularly among boys and girls not es- 
pecially churched, was presented by 
Mr. D. E. Wisner of Kansas City, Mis- 
souri. Dr. R. A. Forrest, president of 
Toccoa Falls Institute and pastor of 
the First Presbyterian Church of 
Toccoa, Georgia, gave a most inspiring 
message. 


Concurrently with the evangelism 
group meetings and discussions, were 
six work-study groups on education. 
Three were relative to Christian in- 
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stitutions and were under the direc @ 
tion of Dr. Stephen W. Paine, presi- 
dent of Houghton College. Other 
speakers were Dr. Robert C. Mc- 
Quilken, president of Columbia Bible 
College, and Dr. William E. Rutgers, 
of Calvin College. Accrediting, creden- 
tials, methods of engaging highly 
trained teachers and other important 
matters relating to seminaries and 
Christian colleges were discussed. 
Three group meetings on church 

school activities were under the® { 
general direction of Dr. Clarence S. 
Benson, of Chicago. The chairman led 
the study group on the training of 
teachers for church school work. Rev. 
Harold Garner, of Chicago, had charge 
of the discussion of week-day religious 
education, promotion, and curriculum. 
Dr. Clarence Van Der Veen led the dis- 
cussion of vacation school possibilities, 
and Rev. C. V. Egermeier, chairman of 
Sunday School work in the Chicago 
area, led a highly satisfactory con- 
ference on that field. 


On Friday evening, Mr. R. T. Harbo, 
Inspector under the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, told a large audience at 
Memorial Hall of conditions at the 
present time in our country and of the 
reasons for the crime wave now exer- 
cising religious and _ educational 
leaders of the country. He traced it to 
a lack of real home life, discipline in 
the home, church attendance and 
proper playground and other recrea- 
tional facilities. He urged church 
leaders to assume responsibility for a 
careful investigation of law enforce- 
ment agencies, recreational and social 
service facilities, truancy in school due 
to shifts in population, but most of all, 
for developing a consciousness among 
adults of the need for respect for law 
and moral standards. 

Following Mr. Harbo’s address, Dr. 
Harold John Ockenga, of Boston, gave 
a most graphic presentation of actual 
conditions in the Boston area, and of 
efforts made by Park Street Church to 
win the service men for Christ. There 
followed reports from all sections of 
the country where regional leaders of 
the National Association are carrying 
forward highly satisfactory programs 
of evangelism, conferences, and 
setting up regional offices. It is highly

Probably most parents would an- 
Swer substantially as follows: “Our 
boys have gone out to preserve our 
priceless liberties at any cost. They 
must take the chances of war.” We 
would like to bring forward and dis- 
cuss briefly another answer, as fol- 
lows: The return of the Service men 
with life and a good measure of 
health, can be generally assured by 
persistent, believing prayer on the 
part of their parents and friends and 
themselves. 


The first answer given above is no 
doubt generally accepted. In a notice 
of a recent book: “God Is My Co- 
Pilot,” by Col. Robert L. Scott, a deep- 
ly Christian fighting pilot of this war, 
the reviewer remarks: “The faith of 
these fighting men confers no im- 
munity from the law that governs the 
bullet’s flight or the riddled gas tank.” 
With this we take issue. United prayer 
of loving Christian family and friends, 
whose very lives are bound up in their 
boys, will bring a favorable answer. 
“Is anything too hard for me? saith 
Jehovah.” The above reviewer, only 
eight lines beyond his statement 
which we have quoted, gives us two 
verses from the 139th Psalm, “If I 
take the wings of the morning and 
dwell in the uttermost parts of the 
sea, even there shall thy hand lead me 
and thy right hand shall hold me.” 
Who will dare to say that the right 
hand ot the Almighty cannot hold 
men in danger no matter how great? 
One air pilot gave God the credit 
for his miraculous escape: “I was ina 
flaming plane and I prayed.” 

An officer in the first World War 
gives this account of God’s willingness 
and ability to save men from shot 
and shell when they will pray. A Ger- 
man machine gun crew had their gun 
trained on an angle of our trenches 
where troops frequently passed back 
and forth, and the casualties were 
many. As a last resort, volunteers were 
called; for to storm the gun in the 
open. Fifteen men volunteered. They 
themselves could see at a glance that 
most if not all of them must die. Even 
if they succeeded in silencing the gun, 
they could scarcely escape the hail of 
lead that would follow them back to 
their lines. The young officer appoint- 
ed to lead them, a chum of the one 
reporting the incident, before going 
over, addressed the volunteers as fol-

lows: “Men, I am a Christian. Before 
every undertaking I pray. Those of 
you who are willing, kneel with me 
and pray about this one.” Then he 
uncovered his head and, kneeling, 
prayed, asking God to spare their 
lives, but if any must go, that their 
souls might be saved. When he rose 
from his knees he noted that every 
man of them had knelt with uncov- 
ered head. Then they went over the 
top and raced for the machine gun 
nest amid a hail of lead and steel. 
They overcame the gun crew, tore up 
the gun and took it with them as they 
ran back to their trenches—not a man 
missing or seriously wounded. To 
the men looking on it was a miracle 
indeed. None among them will ever 
say that the day of miracles is past. 
God has not withdrawn His “exceed- 
ing great and precious promises.” 

During that same war a movement 
was started in the West among the 
mothers of Service men. They met in 
little neighborhood groups on a morn- 
ing of each week to pray together for 
their boys. We do not know how far 
this movement spread, but the last 
report we saw of it announced that 
it was a matter of record that every 
boy whose mother was a member of 
one of these praying groups, came 
home. 

The widow in Christ’s parable (Luke 
18:1-8) plead persistently with the un- 
just judge, “Avenge me of my ad- 
versary.” To get rid of her, the har- 
assed judge complied; and Jesus add- 
ed, “Shall not God avenge his own 
elect which cry day and night unto 
him? I tell you he will avenge them 
speedily.” Just so will the Lord an- 
swer the persistent prayers of His 
followers, praying desperately for the 
safety of those whose lives are dear- 
er to them than their own. Do not 
doubt that He will. There must be a 
hundred promises in the Bible that 
would cover such a case as that. 
These groups of praying mothers ful- 
filled three of the great conditions of 
answered prayers; First: UNITED 
prayer (Matt. 18:19); second, PER- 
SISTENT prayer (See Luke 11:5-8); 


third, EARNESTNESS, “with all your 
heart” (Jer. 29:13). A fourth condi 
tion was undoubtedly present; name- 
ly, their request was within the will 
of God. He says, “The generation 
(children) of the upright shall be 
blest,” Psa. 112:2. This does not mean 
that the young sons of His servants 
who love Him shall be slain in battle 
by His will, except perhaps in rare 
cases. But don’t overlook James 4:2, 
“Ye have not because ye ask not.” The 
promise is not “Want” or “Weep and 
ye shall receive”; but “ASK and ye 
shall receive.” Never forget 
natural law takes its own course un- 
til it is interferred with by the prayers 
and faith of Christians; and this in- 
cludes casualties by reason of acci- 
dents, contagion, infection, and 
weapons or other violence of war on 
land, water or in the air. God warns 
us to, “Above all take the shield of 
FAITH hereby ye shall be able to 
quench ALL THE FIERY DARTS of 
the wicked,” Eph. 6:16. In Proverbs 
29:25 we read, “Whoso trusteth in the 
Lord is SAFE.” 

Captain Eddie Rickenbacker has 
been proving these promises true 
through two wars. David proved them 
when hunted for several years by the 
relentless King Saul with an army to 
do his bidding. We read frequently 
of astounding escapes from what 
seemed certain death. We believe that 
inquiry would reveal that behind 
nine-tenths of these cases was a little 
group, consisting generally of those 
who love them best, who, knowing the 
dangers they face frequently, were 
praying desperately for their safety. 
Prayers that will not be denied get un- 
believable answers. Jesus said, “If two 
of you shall agree on earth as touch- 
ing anything that ye shall ask, it shall 
be done for them of my Father which 
is in heaven.” Don’t doubt the prom- 
ises of God. Pick out one or more that 
apply, then stand firmly upon them 
before the Lord and you shall have 
JOY instead of sorrow.

get my gasoline coupons promptly. 
Not until I had made two trips to the 
office did I get my coupons. 

“When I visited the Oakland Coun- 
ty office, I said to Diebel: 

“*T presume you have heard that I 
won my second appeal.’ 

“He replied with the following 
words: 

“ «Yes, I know you won your appeal, 
but just wait until next time, and I 
will show you who is running this 
county.’ 

Even then, although I had won my 
appeal, it was necessary for me to re- 
turn a third time and sit all afternoon 
in the OPA office, neglecting my pas- 
toral calls and the cries of the sick in 
order to receive my ration of gasoline, 
which had been granted to me by the 
Appeal Board. 

“About the first of October, 1943, I 
made my next application for gaso- 
line. It is needless for me to review 
the experiences I have had in the last 
two months except to say that I have 
written numerous letters, filled out 
numerous forms, and made seven trips 
to the OPA headquarters. I not only 
have not received my gasoline ration, 
but I have been unable to get even a 
reply from the Board or a conference 
with Diebel. 

“What has been the result of this 
red tape, arrogance, stupidity and 
antichristian attitude on the part of 
the OPA? Not only have I been de- 
prived of my gasoline ration, but in 
order to bury the dead and preach the 
gospel and call on the mothers of new- 
born babes and comfort the loved ones 
of the wounded and killed men in the 
Armed Services, it has been necessary 
for me to violate the rules and accept 
the generosity of my parishioners as 
respects gasoline. 

“This can mean but one thing: 
That as a gospel preacher I have had 
to risk ten years in prison in order to 
be true to my people because of the 
tyranny of the OPA headed by Diebel 
who seemed to delight in saying: ‘The 
sooner the churches are closed up, the 
better off we will be.’”

probable that within the next year 
there will be regional offices through- 
out the country, with full time 
secretaries and an aggressive program 

carried on in all of them. 

A budget of $75,000 for the national 
work was presented and $32,000 was 
raised within a few minutes, in the 
form of pledges from individuals and 
organizations. 

Several radio conferences were cli- 
maxed in the interest shown in a 
panel discussion of a world survey of 
radio looking forward to gospel broad- 
casting throughout the world after the 
war. Sixty delegates met for a 7:00 
o’clock breakfast and followed the 
discussion with keenest interest. 

Plans for post-war rehabilitation 
along the lines of spiritual, as well as 
physical ministrations were intro- 
duced by Rev. J. Elwin Wright, of Bos- 
ton, in his address as Field Secretary 
of the National Association, and were 
discussed and plans formulated at 
later meetings. Dr. Ockenga will take 
an active part in preparation for a 
great missionary relief program im- 
mediately after the war. Plans are al- 
ready being made by affiliated de- 
nominations and missionary societies. 

Three important measures were 
adopted in relation to the Sunday 
School movement. First, that a new 
uniform series of evangelical lessons 
be established and that the National 
Association favor the establishment of 
such a series. Secondly, that the inde- 
pendent publishers invite official rep- 
resentatives of the National Associa- 
tion of Evangelicals and of the 
American Council, the Southern 
Baptist denomination and others, to 
meet them on June 1 for the pur- 
pose of initiating such a series. 
Thirdly, that the National Association 
shall initiate a new Sunday School 
movement in this country, reviving 
the Sunday School convention, teacher 
training and other features. 

Dr. Walter Kallenbach, the blind 
evangelist from Philadelphia, and Mr. 
Howard W. Farrin, president of the 
Providence Bible Institute, gave ad- 
dresses that were highly appreciated. 

The closing Sunday address was 


given by Dr. Paul Rees, of the 
Covenant Tabernacle Church of Min- 
neapolis, and was a masterpiece on the 
claims of the Lord Jesus Christ and 
of His ability to fulfill those claims in 
peace of heart and power for servic 
for all who accept His claims and 
invitation. 

Business sessions on Monday, April 
17, completed the roster of officers, 
the Board of Administration, and the 
findings of the various active com- 
mittees. The missionary program of 
the nation received careful attention; 
a gospel broadcasters’ association is 
in the process of formation, to be af- 
filiated with the National Association. 
Recommendations for the protectio 
of our national principle of separatio 
of church and state were adopted, and 
social and moral reforms were urged. 
Among other measures taken, it was 
urged that army and navy authorities 
should not require chaplains to per- 
form any acts which are contrary to 
the dictates of their conscience in the 
pursuit of duty. 

After a stirring address by Dr. Wal- 
ter Maier, the convention at Columbus 
was closed, as it began, with a period 
of earnest prayer for wisdom, for the 
aid and protection of God in our 
national emergency, and for a great 
spiritual revival throughout the world.

and if he have committed sins, they 
all be forgiven him. Confess your 
faults one to another, and pray one 
for another, that ye may be healed. 
The effectual fervent prayer of a 
righteous man availeth much.” Please 
note how closely the confession and 
forgiveness of sins is associated with 
the healing of the body in the pas- 
sages that I have just read to you. 
“If ye have committed sins, they 
shall be forgiven him.” “Confess your 
faults one to another, and pray one 
@: another, that ye may be healed.” 
he sick are definitely commanded 
to call for the elders of the church 
to come and pray for them. Failure on 
your part, my suffering friend, to call 
for prayer when you are sick, is to 
disobey the plain command of God’s 
Word. 

In the scriptural teaching concern- 
ing the communion service, the Apos- 
tle Paul states in 1 Cor. 11, “For this 
cause many are weak and sickly 
among you, and many sleep” (mean- 
ing the sleep of death). The previous 

’ verse and the context make it plain 
that failure to discern the meaning 
of the difference between the broken 
body and the shed blood of the Lord 
is responsible for the above men- 
tioned sickness and death. The scrip- 
ture is plain that without the shed- 
ding of blood there is no remission of 
sin. If we properly understand the Bi- 
ble we can also find that the body of 
our Lord and Savior was completely 
broken for our healing. Isa. 53:5 says, 
“With his stripes we are healed.” 
Jesus bore the scourging and the 
crown of thorns and the smiting with 
the rod and the picking out of His 
beard with all its accompanying 
agony, so that you, my suffering 
friend, might look to Jesus with an 
eye of faith and appropriate healing 
for your physical body. 

It is stated that “Christ our pass- 
over is sacrificed for us.” You will re- 
member from the story of the pass- 
over in Egypt that the blood of the 
lamb was sprinkled on the doorposts 
and lintel of the door for the safety 
of those that were in the house, and 
the body of that lamb was eaten that 
night for the health and strength of 
the people preparatory to their exo- 
dus from Egypt. It was while the 


r Apostle Paul was preaching at Lystra 


that a crippled man who had never 
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walked was instantly healed. When 
Paul saw that he had faith to be 
healed, he said with a loud voice, 
“Stand upright on thy feet,” and he 
leaped and walked. 

My dear listening shut-in friend, do 
you know that there is nothing im- 
possible with God? and that “all 
things are possible to him that be- 
lieveth”? Why not give yourself fully 
over to God—spirit, soul and body. 
Believe His Word. Call for prayer, that 
you may be healed. We who are con- 
ducting this broadcast are willing to 
do all that is in our power to help 
you to find the Lord as your healer as 
well as your Savior.
